REMARKS 

The Office action has been carefully considered. The Office action rejected 
claims 1-23 and 32 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. 
Patent No. 6,1 85,677 to Nijhawan ("Nijhawan") in view of U.S. Patent No. 
5,937,175 to Sescila, III et al ("Sescila"). The Office action objected to each of 
claims 24-31 for being dependent upon a rejected base claim, and indicated each 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form, including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. Finally, the Office action indicated that 
claims 33-48 are allowed. 

Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 33-48 are allowed 
and indicating that the subject matter recited in claims 24-31 is allowable. By 
present amendment, claims 24, 25 and 28 have been canceled and new claim 49 
has been added. Claim 1 has been amended to include the subject matter of 
allowable claim 28, and claims 28 and 13 were canceled as duplicative. New claim 
49 has been added to include the subject matter of allowable claim 24 and all the 
limitations of base claim 15, and claim 24 was canceled as duplicative. Claim 15 
has been amended to include the subject matter of allowable claim 25, and claim 
25 was canceled as duplicative. As a result, dependent claims 14, 26. 27, 29 and 
31 were respectively amended to refer to their correct independent claims. 
Applicants submit that all the pending claims now include the allowable subject 
matter indicated.
